<).  1  111'  Hell  I'ariu  lias  become  widely  kiidun  .is  a  very  iiii|)i>itaiu  llielor  in  the  ilexel.ipnieiit  of 
the  North-West,  aiui  the  elTect  of  so  many  of  their  fields  i;iiin;4  to  waste  in  1SS5 — considered  by  your 
Memorialists  and  the  public  i,'enerally  as  the  crucial  year  of  its  existence— u as  not  only  a  ilircct  loss 
to  your  Memorialists,  but  jeopardi/ed  the  credit  n(  the  Cumpar.)  to  an  alarmin;,'  de-^'ree.  compel  1  in-; 
them  to  strain  their  resources  to  the  utmost  to  |)as-.  throu;,di  what  otlierwisi  w.  .iM  ha\r  proven  .1 
profitable  season. 

10.  N'our  Meillori.ilists  .iKo  respectlull>-  state  that  llu  a-sisLuhe  r.  ndered  tliroU|^lu.ul  llu  crisis

I  ompanv  were  placed  throU'.;li  loss  of  credit  ;  (,)  the  interest  paid  on  cipital  not  fully  emplov  ed,  and 
the  entire  loss  of  dividend  and  coiise(|iuiit  dis.ippointmeiit  of  sli.ucholdi  is ;  (/)  the  \  cr_v  serious 
curtailment  of  their  operations  for  the  se.i.son  of  iSiSf),  and  L;eiieial  deiMn;.4enient  of  well  settled  pl.uis : 
(.C)  the  necessarily  increased  expenditure  consequent  on  the  attempt  to  overtake  as  far  .is  possible  the 
tjround  lost  the  preceding  \ear:  and  (//)  l.isily  the  l,u-'.,fe  number  of  acres  which  Ihrou^di  11011  ciiltivalioii 
have  nturned  tti  thiir  natur.il  state.
